The amendment filed on June 3, 2004 containing a sequence listing is considered non-responsive to the Office communication mailed 
on April 30, 2004 for the reason(s) set forth below. Applicant must comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 C.F.R. 1 
1.821 - 1.825) before the application can be examined under 35 U.S.C. § 131 and 132. 

The instant application does not comply with the sequence rules. The sequence listing has repeatedly been amended since September, 
2002 ineffectively. See the following. 

The following is a summary of the prosecution history since the last Office action on the merits: 

a) A non-final rejection mailed to Applicant on March 19, 2002, including a notice to comply with the sequence rules (pages 5- 
6 of Office action). 

b) Applicant filed a response on September 25, 2002, which included an amended sequence listing (119 sequences) in paper 
copy and computer readable form (CRF). The diskette containing the CRF was damaged. 

c) A Notice to Comply was sent to Applicant on December 6, 2002. 

d) Applicant replied on February 26, 2003 with an incomplete sequence listing (in paper copy and CRF) containing only 2 
sequences. 

e) A Notice to Comply was sent to Applicant on April 29, 2003. 

f) Applicant filed a response on August 18, 2003, which included an amended sequence listing (118 sequences) in paper copy 
and CRF. The diskette containing the CRF was blank. 

g) A Notice to Comply was sent to Applicant on December 10, 2003. 

h) Applicant replied on January 20, 2004 with a sequence listing whose paper copy (containing 2 sequences) did not match the 
CRF (containing 221 sequences). 

i) A Notice to Comply was sent to Applicant on April 30, 2004. 

j) Applicant filed a response on June 3, 2004, which included only a CRF. The diskette containing the CRF was damaged. 
Moreover, the paper copy of the sequence listing containing only 2 sequences (filed January 20, 2004) is pending and is incomplete as 
the specification disclosed more than 2 sequences. 

Thus, a new sequence listing - in computer readable form (CRF) and paper copy - is required. Said sequence listing should have 
approximately 1 19 sequences listed; see for example the amendment to the specification filed on September 25, 2002 that notes SEQ 
ID NOs: 1 13, 1 16, 1 17, and 1 19. Applicant is encouraged to use the CRF "checking" software as noted on the attached CRF Problem 
Report to avoid further defective filings of the CRF. Until the sequence listing is correctly amended by Applicant, prosecution on the 
merits cannot continue. 
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Since the reply appears to be bona fide attempt to comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 C.F.R. ' 1.821 - 1.825), 
applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH from the mailing date of this communication within which to correct the 
deficiency so as to comply with the sequence rules (37 C.F.R. ' 1 .82 1 - 1 .825) in order to avoid abandonment of the application under 
37 C.F.R. ' 1.821(g). EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 C.F.R. ' 1.136(a).
